HE IS PRESIDENT’S CHOICE 


Committee Will Try Out Reor- 
ganization Plan for Georgia 
as a Model for the South.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—When the 
Republican National Committee meets 
here on June .8 ‘to consider matters of 
importance to the party it will elect 
John T. Adams of Dubuque, Iowa, as 
Chairman, to succeed Will H. Hays of 
Indiana, who will resign on account of 
his appointment as Postmaster General. 
Mr. Adams is the present Vice Chair- 
man of the National Committee. 

“The election of Mr. Adams as Chair- 
man is assured because President. Hard- 
ing has passed the word that he wants 
Mr. Adams to succeed Mr. Hays. There 
has been an active contest over the 
chairmanship, with A. T. Hert of Ken- 
tucky, and Elmer Dover, of Tacoma, 
Wash:, mentioned most prominently with 
Mr. Adams. Many conferences have oc- 
curred between™the President and Re- 
publican politicians oyer the choice of 
ational Chairman, and the under- 

standing has been that the President's 
‘ence would be sanctioned by the 

‘ational: mimnittee:-'Ehe matter is of 
the greatest importance to the party, as 
the new chairman will be in charge of 
the preliminary organization for the 
Congressional campaign of 1922 and the 
Presidential campaign of 1924. 

Another important. matter before the 
National Committee at its June meeting 
will be the reorganization of the Repub- 
lican Party in Georgia, with the object 
of putting into effect a plan that will 
serve as a model for the party through- 
out the South. The Georgia reorganiza- 
tion will be due partly to factional dif- 
ferences among the Republicans in that 
State, and mainly to the belief that if 
there had been a better party manage- 


ment, Georgia might have. cast its elec- 


toral vote for Harding and Coolidge. 

What makes the Georgia case of na- 
tional importance is that the plan of re- 
organization has the endorsement of 
President Harding, who is anxious to 
encourage men of prominence in the 
South-to affiliate with the Republican 
Party. He desires, with members of 
the National Committee, to rebuild the 
party in Georgia from the ground up. 

The plan proposed has Been set forth 
in a circular letter from the National 
Committee to more than 100 promigent 
Georgia Republicans, asking them to 
meet prior to the meeting of the Na- 
tional Committee, and to form a conmi- 
mittee to reorganize the party in the 
State. It will not be strictly a lily white 
gathering, as negroes have been invited 
to take part... The Chairman of the 
special committee will be named by the 
National Committee. 

It is the intention of the National 
Committee to have the special commit- 
tee disband the State and all other Re- 
publican committees’ in Georgia and 
have an, entirely new deal. 

The Georgia plan is to be tested out 
as. an experiment. If it succeeds in 
‘bringing men of standing in Georgia 
into the Republican Party in any con- 
siderable numbers, it will be tried in 
other Southern States where the party 
organization has been largely con- 
trolled by men who used this control 
for office-seeking and other selfish pur- 
poses.

30 YEARS IN WASHINGTON 


Venerable Head of the Judiciary 
Long One of Capital’s Most 
Distinguished Figures.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, May. 19.— 
Edward: Douglass White, Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, died at 2 A. M. 
(8 o’clock New York time) in Garfield 
Hospital, where he was operated upon 
Friday. 

Mrs. White, a priest of the Catholic 
Church, of which the Chief Justice was 
@ member, and two nieces were at his 
bedside when he died. 

The Chief Justice had been in a criti- 
cal. condition for hours previous to hisj 
death. 

This bulletin was issued by his phy- 
sicians at 11:25’ P. M.: 

“Chief Justice White continues to fail 
gradually. He has been unconscious 
throughout the day an@ the end is to 
be expected at any time.’ * 

The Chief Justice lost strength grad- 
ually during the évening. His pulse 
grew weaker and weaker and his respi- 
ration more difficult. Watchers at his 
bedside marveled at the wonderful vital- 
ity that kept him alive when he was so 
near death. 

The Chief Justice was in a desperate 
condition all day. At 10 o’clock in the 
morning his physicians issued this bulle- 
tin: 

Chief Justice White was operated 
upon on Friday last. Although ina 
serious condition for some months f 
past, he postponed the operation, as 
he felt his presence at the court ‘was 
imperative. His progress was satis- 
factory, with normal pulse and tem- 
perature, until Tuesday afternoon, 
when acute dilatation of the heart oc- 
curred. He has not rallied from tnis 
condition and his recovery is not ex- 
ected,

The Chief Justice was unconscious 
most of yesterday. At one time when he 
regained consciousness for a brief period 
Father Creedon, S. J., administered the 
last rites of the Catholic Church. 

Although in his seventy-sixth year, 
Chief Justice White showed a remark- 
able vitality during his illness. His con- 
dition steadily improved after his op- 
eration Friday until Tuesday, when he 
suffered a severe chill and became un- 
conscious. After that time he failed 
rapidly. 


WHITE WAS SOLDIER, 
SENATOR AND JUSTICE 


Laid Down the ‘Rule of Reason’ 
in Trust Cases—Head of Su- 
preme Court 11 Years. 


Once a ‘rebel’ infantryman with 
what hig friends called ‘‘a keeg ton- 
tempt for everything and everybody that 
came out of\the North,” Edward Doug- 
lass White, always an ardent Democrat 
and one of the two Roman Catholics to 
attain the nation’s highest judiciary 
honor, owed. his appointment as Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States to a Republican—Presi- 
cent Taft. Admitted to the Louisiana 
bar’ in 1868, when he was barely 23, 
White became a State Senator in 1874, a 
Judge of the State Supreme Court »e- 
fore he was 35, smashed the huge 
Louisiana Lottery, and on the political 
power this gave him was sent to the 
United States Senate; one of the young- 
est members that body ever had. 

During the forepart of the late Jus- 
tice’s term, ‘‘ trust busting’’ and other 
onslaughts on business were still in 
vogue, and many important cases came 
tip before him for decision. Among them

DIES. AT ROCHESTER, MINN. 


Harding and Wilson Honor His 
Public Service—He Leaves 
No Estate.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—News of the 
death of former Secretary of the In- 
terior Franklin K. Lane today at Roch- 
ester, Minn., came as a distinct shock to 
his friends.in private as well as in of- 
ficial life here. No member of the Wil- 
son Administration genjoyed a larger 
circle of friends among people of all 
shades of political opinion and in all 
walks of life. 

President Harding, an old friend of 
Mr. Lane, was among the-first to wire 
condolences to Mrs. Lane. The Presi- 
dent’s -message, in which Mrs. Harding 
joined, read: , 


The White House, 
Washington, May 18. 
“Mrs. Franklin K. Lane, 
Rochester, Minn. ; 

I have just learned of the death of 
your distinguished husband and am 
wiring to express my very great shock 
and my exceedingly deep sorrow over 
his untimely passing. He was an out- 
Standing American, who rendered 
moat distinguished service to ‘his coun-’ 
try and<folundani@bidihg place in the 
affections of all who knew him 1. 
Mrs. Harding joins me in an exp 
sion of most sympathetic condolence, 

WARREN G. HARDING. 


Ex-President Wilson telegraphed his 
own and Mrs. Wilson’s deep sympathy 
to Mrs. Lane. The text of the message 
was not made public. 

Because of the condition of his heart 
Mr. Lane was operated upon recently 
without the administration of a generai 
anaesthetic, being conscious of all that 
went on while he was on the operating 

table. Fellawing his partial convales- 
cense, he dictated a statement to a 
friend, in Which he told of his sensations 
as he faced death. 


His Story of His Sensations. 


That statement, in many respects re- 
markable, was sent to several of his 
friends in Washington. It read in part: 

‘*T have seen death come to men in 
Various ways, some rather novel and 
Western. I once saw a man hanged, 
and I have seen several men shot, and 
came very near going out that way my- 
self two or three times, but always the 
other fellow aimed poorly. I was being 
shot at because I was a newspaper man, 
and I should have been shot at. 

“There must be public concern in 
what is printed, as well as its truth, to 
justify it. That is something that news- 
papers should get to know in this coun- 


cisco I saw walls topple out upon a 
man, and I have had more intimate 
glimpses still of the picturesque and of 
the prosaic ways by which men come to 
their taking off. 

‘‘ But never before have I been called 
upon to deliberately walk into the valley 
of the shadow, and, say what you will, 
it is a great act. I have said during 
the past months of endless examination 
that a man with little curiosity and lit- 
tle humor and a little money, who was 
not in too great pain, could enjoy himself 
studying tne;ways of doctors and nurses 
as he journeyed the inyalid’s path, It

tion, on the whole, than he did pain.

Business Men Volunteer. 


At the meeting here tonight 250 vigt- 
lantes were sworn in from. this city 
alone.

County’s” peaceful and 
jaw abiding folk: who at last appear. té 
have had more than, enéugh of guerilla 
warfare.

LONDON, May 18.—Lloyd George 
caused a sensation | by. issuing a 
statement dimed larly at the 
French press, reiierating his determina- 
tion to stand by his view of the clauses 
of the Treaty of Versdilles dealing with 
Silésia and resenting the tone of French 
criticism. 

“¥ adhere,’”’ he said, ‘to the state- 
ment I made inthe House of Commons 
on the subject of Silesia.. Naturally I 
can only accept responsibility for what 
I actually said, and not for the trun- 
cated and distorted reports ‘in the 
French newspapers: Thé almost unani- 
mous. approval given, by -the American 
and Italian as well as the British press 
to the sentiments I then expressed show 
that the great, nations who stood by the 
side of France in the’ war mean to 
interpret the Treaty of ‘Versailles fairly. 
I have never witnessed such unanimity 
on any question. All shades of opinion 
in these three countries take the same 
view. It would be unfortunate’ were 
the French press to take’a different 
view, but we must be tolerant of dif- 
ferences of - opinion ‘among. ourselves. 

Sharp Warning to the French Press. 

With all respect, I would ‘say to the 
French press that the habit of treating 
every expression of allied opinion which 
does not coincide. with their own as an 
impertinence is fraught with mischief, 
That attitude of mind, if persisted in, 
will be fatal to any entente. 

“The stand taken by the British, 
American and Italian public on the Sile- 
sian question Ought not to be offensive 
to France. They stand by the Treaty 
of Versailles; they mean to apply the 
terms of the treaty justly, whether they 
happen to be for or against Germany. 

“The fate of Upper Silesia must’ be 
decided by the Supreme Council,* and 
not by Korfanty.

POLES PAY LEAGUE DUES 


$67,000.80 Represents 73,000,- 
000 Polish Marks—Sum Came 
From Immigrants Here. -

GENEVA, May 18.—A deputation of. 
Polish officials. called today .at the 
League of Nations offices here carrying 
a handbag and asked to see the Treas- 
urer. They sald they had come on be- 
half of their Government to pay 
Poland’s debt to the League, amounting 
to nearly 368,500 francs, or, at present 
exchange, about 73,000,000 Polish, marks. 

They declared, however, that they had 
brought American money with them 


-with which to Fate the debt, whereupon 


they: opened their bag and produced 
$67,000 in notes and eighty cents in 
ckels. 

The Poles added that they had tried to 
have this sum changed into Swiss 
francs but that the amount was so 
large that no Geneva bank was_ready 
to burden itself with so many American 
notes and would only exchange the sum 
at a considerable discount. As they had 
ne more American money with them, 
they asked the, League Treasurer to ac- 
cept payment entirely in that, currency, 
which he agreed to do. 

Tum New Yor« Timps correspondent 
was informed that this sum was brought 
direct from Warsaw, but that every dol- 
lar had been bs t thither by Polish resi- 
dents in the United States, largely by 
laborers and domestic servants, out of 
their savings. These American notes had 
beén exchanged by relatives of Poles in 
the United States in different Polish 

e banks 
were and still are obliged to send such 
notes to the National Bank of Poland in 
Warsaw, which was thus able to secure 
a sum sufficient to enable Poland to pay 
her debt to the League.

Swiss to Whom Prince Entrasted 
Gems Used Them to Specu- 
late and Lost.

Charles Hapsburg’s supporters, Prince 
Esterhazy of the Hungarian branch of

them were echoed td. Géorgetown; stand- 
ing high on the hills above the Potomac 
and only a short ride from the Capitol.

One day ‘came the word that Sumter 
had been fired’ on, and with the news 
the students vacated the dormitories 
soon to serve as barracks for the Sixty- 
ninth New York Infantry.. White, a tall, 
slender lad of 16—he stood 6 feet 3 in 
his : prime—flung his books aside and 
boarded the first train for New Orleans. 
Coincidentally, John Archibald Camp 
bell, then an Associate Justice of» the 
Supreme’ Court, resigned his céfice and 
went to Richmond. Later Campbell he- 
came Assistant Secretary of War for the 
Confederate States, and it was from him 
that White later took :his orders. 
Wheh ex-Georgetown student ar- 
rived home he found himself in the very 
theatre of war of the Southwest. Drums 
were beating in Jackson Square, New 
Orleans, and the quaint, semi-foreign 
streets were filled with marching 
troops. An-army of Northerners had cn- 
tered Louisiana from the north and Far- 
ragut was already planning his famouse 
dash up the Mississippi. e patriotic 
ardor that was to send every avadlable 
man into the Confederate r: 
hopeless ‘years’, of sacrifl 
through Louisiana, and, upon ‘the -home- 
coming of White friends,started at once- 
to secure him a. commission in the, ar- 
mies of Allen, Morrison, Richardson or 
‘others of the Confederate leaders.

But there. was greater need of plain, 
everyday soldiers than for Generals in 
that part of Louisiana wheré White was 
born and raised.

States Army, was again in “the saddle, 
this ‘time. as a Confederate General. 
Leonidas’ Folk,,. ‘Protestant Episcopal 
Bishop ef Louisiana ; Frank T. Nichols 
and Randall Lee Gibson—ali neighbors 
of White and all. West..Pointers—ob- 
tained Generals’ commissiéns—but White 
became at, 16 years old -an»infantryman 
detailed to duty with General Tyler. 

In. September, 1862, General Godfrey. 
Weitzel of ‘the Engineer Corps. Union 
Army, was,.sent into Bayou La.Fourche 
to dislodge General’, Tyler and obtain 
possession of that fertile territory. The 
campaign developed « into’ an almost 
house-to-house fight, and during one: of 
the fierce engagements the’ future Chief 
Justice was almost captured, cluding his 
foes by hiding\ beneath the hay in a 
shell-shattered barn, But it was a scat- 
tered-army that grudgingly yielded step 
by step before the advance of General 
Weitzel, arid when shortly afterward 
White was offered the ‘assignment of 
aid de camp to Brig. Gen. W. .R 
Beale, he gladly accepted; though - it 
meant withdrawal from the firing. line, 
and accompanied that soldier to Port 
Hudson, where 15,000 Confederates were 
consolidated . under the command of 
General Gardner, 

Soon after arrival at Port Hudson, 
White became fll and for weeks during 
the bombardment of the fort was forced 
to ‘lie idle while his comrades tried to 
check the ever-swelling tide of Union 
soldiers pressing in upon the defences. 


To New York City, it is ‘ pantioularty 
interesting to know ‘that the man who 
tended ite during his sickness was 
a fellow officer, the late Colonel John 
R. Fellows, who afterward was District 
Attorney of this city.. When the news 
of the fall of Vicksburg. reached Port 
Hudson, “and that sorely distressed 
stronghold was at the. end ‘of its /re- 
sources both as respects food and am- 
munition, General Gartner surrendered 
unconditionally with 6,000 men. White, 
pale and emaciated, was sent a prisoner 
to a Mississippi prison, where by degrees 
he became convalescent. When he was 
fit for th journey, White was paroled 
and returned to the old plantation. 

There he-found things much changed ; 
the canefields were wastes and prac- 
tically the only Hving vegetation were 
the wild roses clinging to the fences. 
Most of the old ‘servants had gone 
North -where they thought to find plenty 
but. some still were faithful. 

At his home, after careful nursin 
the pale soldier: began to regain his 
strength. At the expiration ‘of his 
parole. the war was nearing -its end. 
White, with a desire to play a part in 
which there would be less of the nega- 
tive, planned to form a cavalry regi- 
ment, but before he could carry ‘his 
intention into effect Lee had offered 
his sword to Grant.under the apple tree 
at Appomattox sand. the war was 
history. 

Louisiana, 
slowly 


lying devastated, rose 
to ‘the new responsibilities. of 
peace, White made. his home for a 
time on the almost deserted plantation, 
and then went to New Orleans and 
opened his law books in the office of 
Chief Justice Berniudez. In 1868 he 
Was ailmitted to practice by the court 
25 swung a modest shingle from his 

It was scarcety a’ time for 
neighborly litigation, and so clie:ts were 
few.

Louisiana Lottery Case. 


Long before the war the ‘‘ Louisiana ”’ 
was as notorious among lotteries as 
he Mississippi is among rivers, Its 
right to sell lottery slips was constitu- 
tional, for its get-rich-quick promoters 
had had influence enough to have 


the entire lottery. scheme _  incorpo- 
rated into the fundamental law of the 
State, from which it could not.be re- 
moved except by a two-thirds vote of 
the Legislature and the approval of the 
people:-..-The Loufsiana lottery paid 
50,000 a year for -y rights and privi- 
leges,. which were described as being 
‘\as broad as the steps of the State 
House at Baton Rouge.’ " 
When what was known as the Car- 
porhag Government of the State had 
én upset and a- Democratic Govern- 
ment had been elected and recognized 
in-Washington the odium of State part- 
nership in the lottery became a subject 
of serious moment. White, meanwhile, 
had: been coming to the front. He had 
been a State Senator, and in 1878 Gov- 
ernor- Nicholls had appointed him an 
Associate Justice of the State Supreme 
Court. Two years thereafter a new 
Constitution wus udoptedy which created 
a =r judiciary, but Justice White, 
though .mentioned, was not eligible for 
membership in the new court, not being 
more than 85 years of age. as required. 
Relieved of his judicial duties, but 
still with an ambition for public office, 
“Mr. White turned to politics. There 
was lots of it in Louisiana in thosc 
days.

He took the oath of office on Dec. 19,

For many years Mr. White was a mem- 
ber of that goodly majority of bachclors 
in Washington, but, like Grover Cleve- 
land and Admiral Dewey, he went over 
finally_to the benedict majority. While 
still a lawyer in. New Orleans he be= 
came acquainted with Miss . Eleanor 
Montgomery, a sister of former Senator 
Gibson’s wife. She was several years 
his junior, and soon after ‘her ‘début: in 
Washington became the wife of Linden’ 
Kent of that city. Mr. Kent had been 
dead_ some years when Louisiana sent 
Mr. White'to the Senate. The friend- 
.ship begun in New Orleans was renewed, 
and on Nov. 6, 1894, the Senator and 
Mrs,. Kent came to, New York and were 
married in the Roman Catholic Church 
of St. Francis Xavier, in West Sixteenth 
Street, near Sixth Avenue. The offi- 
ciating clergyman was the Rev. Robert 
Fulton, S. J., who -had beeh- Justice 
White’s teacher when he was a student 
at Georgetown University. Justice and 
Mrs. White, living in their big house at 
1,717 hode Island Avenue, N. W., 
never were interested in society to any 
great extent. It was not that: society 
did not desire a Chief Justice in its so- 
cial program, but rather ‘that both Mr. 
White and his wife were ‘‘homey”’ 
people, and when. they did go‘out it was 
usually to Hterary entcrtainments.

One was baseball and the-other 
walking,.; A fair sky “and ‘the .oppor- 
tunity. to do so always found Justice 
White in-a sunny section of the, Amcri- 
can League grand: stand and ‘ rooting ”’ 
for the home team. Once when he ap- 
peared with little appetite at a friend’s 
dinner, he excused hfs inability to eat 
on the ground that ‘Washington lost 
wretchedly today.”’ 

From the Capitol to the late Justice’s 
home is‘a sharp thirty-minute walk, and 
for years one ef the sights of Washing- 
tons was to see the tall Chief Justice, 
linked arms with his associates, Justices 
Lurton and ‘Holmes, swinging along 
Pennsylvania Avenue earnestly arguing 
over. questions of the day. Sometimes 
Justice, White disagreed with his. col- 
leagues, and when he did he would halt 
in his stride and tightly gripping his less 
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pulky companions make them. consent .to 
be “ overruled ’’ before he would permit 
them>:to continue their walk. He.once 
termed this method “ the physical appli- 
cation ofthe law 

During his,membership in the. nation’s 
highest tribunal some of the most impor- 
tant and _ knotty. legal’. questions . in 
American history came up for decision. 
To these most intricate cases Chief Jus- 
tice White brought a brilliant mind, 
trained from childhood to almost un- 
canny penetration through unceasing 
concentration. Many of. his. most. far- 
reaching decisions were delivered verb- 
ally, and to hear the Chief Justice in 
deep, far-carrying tones pronouncing a 
judgment the frequenter of the Supreme 
Court did not need much. pérsuasion to 
be convinced that a new chapter was be- 
ing written in the law of the land. 

In 1892 Gedrgetown University 
him the degree of LL.

Straton. “ For example, if the auditor- 
fum where the debate is held should be 
packed with theatrical people, the result 
would be’ decided in advance,.or if it 
should be filled by my church friends 
the same result would supervene. 

“IT will not, however, allow this mat- 
ter to defeat the holding of such a dis- 
cussion, and feel sur that we can get 
together upon this and other details 
pled ure © as the desire of both 
of us is, in a spirit of fairness.and jus- 
tice, to serve the cause’ of righteousness 
and truth.” 

Dr. Straton added that he would be 
out of town the remainder of this week, 
but suggested the. immediate appoint- 
ment of a committee to ake, arrange- 
ents for the discussion.

TRENTON, N. J., May 18.—The mem- 
bers of the New Jersey Boxing Commis- 
sion are to have a conference with Tex 
Rickard, promoter of the Dempsey-Car- 
pentiér fight some evening before the 
ehd of this week, according to informa- 
tion obtained jhere yesterday from, Rob- 
ert Doherty of Jersey City, Chairman 
of the State Boxing Commission. 

The Boxing Commission, as the official 
body of the State regulating all profes- 
sional bouts in New Jersey, will have 
control over the conduct and manage- 
ment of the coming world’s champion- 
ship event to be staged in the metropolis 
of Hudson County. But to date there 
has been no application made:to it by 
Mr. Rickard, or by any one else conhect- 
ed with the scheduled fight of July 2, 
seeking for official sanction from: the 
Government of New Jersey to conduct 
the match. 

“ So far as we know there is to be no 
fight, as there is nothing ‘concerning it 
officially before us,’’ was the statement 
made here by both Chairman Doherty 
and Thomas J. Cassidy, Secretary of 
the commission, when the Bubject \was 
broached to them. ' 

Mr. Doherty also refused to confirm 
the story that either Ha Ertle or 
Danny Sullivan had been picked to ref- 
eree the big bout. Both are Jersey City 
men, and both were relicensed for the 
ensuing year by the new commission at 
its meeting here yesterday. The Chair- 
man said that the commission has not 
committed itself to any particular ref- 
eree, all rumors to the contrary notwith- 
standing. ._The conference with Rickard 
is likely to be held either Thursday or 
Friday evening in New York, he stated. 


Promoter Rickard was unconcerned 
last night when interrogated on the dis- 
conéerting reports emanatnig from At- 
lantic City about the necessity of a per- 
mit for the heavyweight title, bout 
scheduled for Jersey eo d July 2.

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THE RAILWAY WAGE DECISION. 


|. . The Railroad Labor Board allowed 


the railway workers to prove out of 
their own mouths much of the case 
against them. They were allowed to 
substitute arguments for facts in reply 
_ to the-proofs that they did not earn 
the money which the railways were 
compelled to pay them. They them- 
‘selves saw that it was necessary for 
“them to withdraw written documents 
which ‘they could not show to be 
authentic. Their closing argument 
was~that the railways should pay 
~ Wages on the present scale, whether 
they could or net, for the man is above 
the ‘dollar and humanity is to be con- 
sidered before anything or every- 
thing else. This has tried the pa- 
tience of the Labor-Board and the 
country, but at least. never hereafter 
can the railway workers say that, they 
were not heard to the end. 

The board made up in the ‘prompt- 
messS of its decision: what it lacked in 
shortening the debate. On the next 
day after the workers closed their 

the board stated that it ‘had 

wed on a ‘‘re justment down- 
ward” of wages, td be announced 
specifically June 1 and to be effective 
from July 1. The railways immediate- 
ly concegned number nearly ninety and 
their workers approach a _ million, 
mostly unskilled. An equal number 
of cases: affecting an equal number of 
railways and workers will be heard in 
the first week of June, and a decision 
to the same effect is clearly indicated. 

Concurrently, the board announced a 
new classification of railway workers 
in 17 divisions and 119 subdivisions, 
to make possible ecdhomies by the rail- 
Ways without wrong to the wage earn- 
ers. Heretofore one trouble has. been 
that the classes of workers were too 

_ few for the proper assignment of the 
workers to their work, and that often 

.@ change of the name of workers’ 
classification gave them unearned 
wages. For example, a common laborer 
assigned to turn an electric switch 
was classed and paid as an electrician. 
There were multitudes of such cases,

LET STATES DO THEIR DUTY: 


President HarpINo’s refusal to be 
hurried into sending Federal troops 
into West Virginia is to be commend- 
ed. He courteously: informs’ the 
Governor that he-stands ready to do 
his constitutional duty, but that the 
oceasion for it has not yet arisen. 
The State must first exert and exhaust 
its full power to preserve order. The 
primary obligation lies upon the local 
authorities. Only when they and the 
militia forces of the State have to 
confess themselves unequalto the task 
ought the National Government to be 
called upon. 

A loose tendency has been growing 
to appeal too quickly to Washington 
to do police work properly belonging 
to the States. It seems easier to in- 
voke’ Federal power, and soldiers of 
the regular army often appear to 
overawe rioters more quickly than 
can militiamen. But the fact re- 
mains that it is a confessed failure 
of State government not to be ablg to 
maintain law and ordeg, -It ought to 
be felt as a reproach and disgrace by 
its citizens. Only in the last resort 
should the President be asked to do 
what the Governor: has sworn to do 
himself. 








PRESIDENT OBREGON’S TROUBLES. 

All is not well in Mexico. There is 
a sinister look about the memorial of 
138 Deputies and several Senators to 
President OsrREGoN urging him to deal 
vigorously with the ultra-radicals and 
warning him that he may meet with 
the fate of FraANCcEscO Mapero if he 
fails to recognize the incapacity and 
disloyalty. of certain members of his 
household. These Deputies belong to 
the Liberal-Constitutionalist Party, 
and they are supporters of the Presi- 
dent. ‘‘ At this moment,’’ they say in 
their memorial, ‘‘ members of the 
‘* Mexican Congress who have signed 
‘* this document call upon you to make 
‘*a supreme effort that history may 
‘* not be repeated, and they place at 
‘* your service their loyalty and patri- 
‘* otism'and their wishes for the pros- 
‘* perity of the nation.’’ * 

Unfortunately Mexico is the reverse 
of prosperous. Economic conditions 
could not well be worse. As in other 
countries, there are great numbers of 
unemployed. The mining industry is 
‘prostrated. Oil exports have fallen 
off: almost 50 per cent. Many fac- 
tories are elosed. It is to be noted 
that the. friendly Deputies demand 
that Euius Cates, Secretary of the 
Interior, and ADOLFO pm LA HvusRTA, 
the former Provisional President and 
now ‘Secretary of the Treasury, be 
dropped from. the Cabinet, because, 
they have given encouragement to the 
Radicals who are in sympathy with 
the Confederation of Syndicated Work- 
ers, the organization tainted with Bol-' 
shevist doctrine. Even President OBRE- 
Gon is taken to task for making light 
of the invasion of the Chamber of 
Deputies by the disorderly elements. 
The truth is that these Deputies,’ who 
have armed themselves, are in fear 
of their lives. ‘‘ You have said the 
attack was of small importance,”’ they 
tell the President,*‘‘ but this is a 
‘* statement which is at varfance with 
‘*all the concepts of society.’’ It 
seems to be the object of the Confed- 
eration of ‘Syndicated Workers to. 
overturn the Government. Bolshevism 





is not rampant in Mexico, but it has 


alliance with the “ Reds ‘’ who broke 


‘dante ‘the ‘hell: vith. théir flags a few 


nights ago.

What is going on now in Mexico is 
really a struggle ‘between the con- 
servatives and the radicals, between 
the old ruling» class and thd new. de- 
tmocracy, whose representative OBRE- 
Gon is in theory. The President does 
not find the new democracy tractable, 
and it is often unreasonable. He has 
not been able to make his peace with 
the United States because he does not 
command a large enough majority in 
Congress for his policies. The reve- 
nues of the Government are not yet 
adequate. His agents have had poor 
success in obtaining loans abroad. The 
Administration fs undergoing a severe 
strain. A vigorous domestic ‘policy 
seems'to be required of him. It cah- 
not be said that there is a crisis in 
the affairs of Mexico, but the hour has 
come for President Osrécon to show 
his worth. 


THE SHAKESPEARE CENSUS. 

Mr. Ray HENDERSON is undoubtedly 
justified in his contention that if a 
complete census were available it 
would be found th&t neither England 
nor the United States is behind Ger- 
many in actual number of perform- 
ances of the plays of SHAKESPEARE. 
He might have gone further and main- 
tained that, though many of the pro- 
ductions in English are crude enough, 
they compare very favorably with 
productions in the provincial capitals 
of Germany. 

When Epwin Booru toured the 
Central Empires with his Hamlet he 
caused amazement everywhere by pre- 
senting the melancholy Prince as a 
stripling—‘‘ a violet in the youth of 
primy nature.” German actors had 
been mindful of Queen Gertrude’s de- 
scription of her son as ‘‘ fat and scant 
of breath’? and had accordingly in- 
yested him with too, too solid flesh—an 
assumption not difficult for” most of 
them. This reading ‘‘ by the book ” 
is long obsolete, but far into the pres- 
ent century the spirit of German in- 
terpretation, even in such institutions 
as the Royal Theatre of. Berlin, was 
as corpulent and wheezy as that an- 
cient Hamlet. 

Mr. HENDERSON ignores, however, 
Professor ForrsTer’s main contention 
—the point that gave dignity to his 
otherwise wrong-headed and ponder- 
ous contention. The knowledge and 
love of SHAKESPEARE have entered 
deep into the German popular con- 
sciousness. Whereas our opera houses 
barred WaGNER during the war and 
long after it, SHAKESPEARE continued 
to be played in Germany, not only in 
the Court theatres and the indepen- 
dent artistic theatres but in cantines 
at the front and on board battleships 
that might &t any time meet the Brit- 
ish fleet. Whether this shows a 
greater liberality of mind or only a 
stolid lack of imagination it_is perhaps 
not possible to-say. Certainly nothing 
the Allies ever conceived equals in 
solemn futility of rancor LissavErR’s 
‘* Song of Hate Against England.” It 
is fairly evident, however, that the 
repertory theatres, so numerous wher- 
ever the German language is spoken, 
have a direct relationship to the cul- 
ture of the people and to their enjoy- 
ing what is best in literature. 

It must be added, moreover, that 
not’all German performances are lack- 
ing in Shakespearean grace and nobil- 
ity. Karnz of Berlin and von SoNNEN- 
/THAL cof Vienna achieved a distinction 
quite ' comparable to that of English 
and American actors. 








A GREAT PUBLIC SERVANT. 

It would. be hard to find a more 
thorough American, a man who did 
more for Americanization or who 
illustrated better the best qualities of 
American character and public service, 
than FRANKLIN K. LaNg, who “hap- 
pened to be born in Canada. Brought 
as a child to California, he got an ad- 
mirably rounded out education as a 
‘printer’s devil, typesetter, reporter, 
and in the university. His early ca- 
reer had something of that restless 
variety of experience that used to be 
thought peculiarly American or West- 
ern. Newspaper proprietor, ’ lawyor, 
young reformer, fighting bosses of 
both parties, the undiscouraged leader 
of minorities, his industry, his courage 
and energy, the clearness of his intel- 
lect, and his vital and charming per- 
sonality made him a figure of dis- 
tinction and promise in his thirties. 

On. the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, to which: Mr. ROOSEVELT ap- 
pointed him, and where he became in 
time the leading figure and Chair an,’ 
his grasp of principles, his maste) y of 
intricate details, his insight into com- 
plicated “problems were remarkable. 
His long study of express. company 
rates, for instance, was of great help 
and authority when the parcel-post 
system came td be established. He 
was a sound lawyer, whose progressive 
tendencies seldom interfered with the 
judicial quality of his mind. He was

Secretary of the Interior, Mr. Lang won 
the sympathies and respect of the na- 
tion. In sheer intellectual ability per- 
haps no member of that Cabinet at 
any time exceeded him. He was a 
conservationist who didn’t believe in, 
locking up everything for the penefit 
of posterity. To. irrigation, recluma- 
tion, the development of water power, 


‘his service was intelligent and rruit- 


ful. He popularized the questions that 
he had to deal with officially. We re- 
member no other Secretary of the In- 


F terior whose reports could be’ read and 


were read, were indeed looked forward 
to, with pleasure. He had the gift of 
clear exposition, of making everything 
he said interesting. ‘He had, besides, a 
genuine vein of imagination, of poetry, 
of graceful rhetoric touched with 
emotion, as in his famous address on 
‘The Flag.” He could write and say 
things as well as he did them. 
Necessarily his .department was 
overshadowed somewhat after the war 
began; yet the war merely added new 
official and. personal activities t9 his 
old ones. His work on the Couneil of 
National Defense, his stimulation and 
marshaling of the chemical and mining

No matter how little money he left, 
Mr. LANE had that appreciation, the 
general respect of the public, regard 
and reputation, the enduring currency 
of fame. When Harvard made him a 
Doctor of Laws, President LOWELL 
called him ‘‘ the Secretary of the In- 
‘terior to whom posterity will be 
“grateful for conservation and rec- 
“lamation, for a score of years a 
‘‘ public servant with the single aim of 
‘‘ serving the public.’’ That is a suf- 
ficient epitaph; but is public gratitude 
a sufficient compensation? 








NURSING AS A PROFESSION. 


Retiring at the age'of seventy, 
ANNA ‘CAROLINE MAXWELL unques- 
tionably déserves to rank as Dean of 
American nurses; but she has far 


e 
higher claims upon regard and re- 


membrance. During the forty-five 
years of her service nursing has 
risen steadily to the true dignity of 
a profession, and in this development 
she has borne always a leading part. 


most a handmaid of the physician or 
surgeon, performing humble offices 
is trained to exercise judgment and 
assume responsibility in many minor 
matters, and. so enables her chief to 
devote himself more’ fully to the 
major functions of his profession. The 
difference was vividly illustrated dur- 
ing the war. In France nursing is 
still very much what it once was with 
us, so that in many a trying crisis 
French surgeons were burdened with 
cares which here are delegated. Both 
in the operating room and the wards 
the wounded suffered. It is scarcely 
too much to say that the assistance 
of professionally trained nurses dou- 
bles the efficiency of physician or sur- 
geon. 

For thirty years, since its establish- 
ment in 1891, Miss MAxWwELL has been 
the inspiring spirit of the School of 
Nursing in the Presbyterian Hospital, 
the directorship of which she is now 
resigning, and always she has been 
true to the wider and higher vision. 
During the Spanish War she invaded 
Camp Thomas in Georgia, rather to 
the dismay of the authorities of the 
Sternberg Hospital, who regarded 
themselves as already sufficiently 
burdened with the care of the sick. 
She and her corps of 160 assistants 
reduced: the death rate from typhoid 
to 6.7 in the hundred—a remarkable 
record in any circumstances. On 
her departure Colonel Horr made 
honorable amends. ‘“* When you 
came,’’.he wrote,.‘‘ we did not, know 
‘* what we would do with you. Now 
‘* we. do not know what we could have 
‘* done without you.’’ In the late war 
she was not permitted by the regu- 
lations to undertake active hospital 
service; but she was . incessantly 
busied in behalf of nurses who went 
to France, her service ranging from 
designing their uniform‘ to obtaining

morous sense. So near is’ Evanston to 
Chicago, which, whatever else it may be, 
is not prim, that one can hope for the

Mummy Seeds ago, the learned 
Never Asa Gray put in 
his still estimable 
Did: Grow. work on - botany 
some remarks about the germination of 
seeds taken from the wrappings of 
Egyptians who lived when or before 
the pyramids were built. These tales, 
he ‘wrote, were the hardiest of_peren- 
nials, coming up season after season, 
regardless of all efforts to exterminate 
them and, in spite of indubitable proofs 
of their falsity, always gaining accept- 
lance as true. 

Again this week this amazing vitality— 
of the stories, not of the mummy seeds— 
has been demonstrated. This time the 
old myth flowers_in Baltimore, where it 
is related that morning-glory seeds, 
found in the hands of an Bgyptian girl 
who died 5,000 years ago, have been 
planted, have gérminated, grown and 
blossomed. 

Of course, the narrator of this yarn 
believes it; probably the person who gave 
the seed to the narrator believed that 
it was 5,000 years old. But somewhere, 
back along the line, there’ has been in- 
tentional and deliberate—well, call it de- 
ception. The story simply can’t be, and 
therefore isn’t, true, . 

Seeds-are alive. Within them, as long 
as they live, a slow but constant process 
of combustion goes on, and when the fuel 
is exhausted, the seed dies. It does 
not take long.:: Every gardener knows 
that the value of seeds decreases with 
age, and if he can help it he buys none 
more than & year old. Of greater age 
than that, most of them’ are worthless. 
‘* One year’s seeds, seven years’ weeds,”’ 
is an ancient proverb, with enough truth 
in it to deserve the farmer’s attention, 
but even the proverb is an exaggeration, 
and, as for the germination of seeds 
5,000 years old—that is just nonsense, 
no matter how hohest may be the ex- 
ploiter of the marvel.

WASHINGTON, 'May 18.—The first 
garden party of the season and the first 
large invited company of the Adminis- 
tration brought about fourteen hundred 
guests to the White House today when 
the President and Mrs. Harding received 
on the South lawn from 5 to 7 o’clock.

Bearing among the 5, American war’ 
dead on board the body of the’ first 
American soldier killed on German ‘soil, 
the. United States. Afmy transport 
Wheaton docked at Hoboken yesterday. 
Hvery oyerséas division, every State in 
the Union and every Américan cémetery 
in France, except Romagnhe, were rep- 
resented among the soldier dead. Bleven 
war nurses were included in thé ‘total. 

‘The soldier who fell in actién in Ger- 
mahy was Private Joséph W. Guyton of 
Company I, 126th Infantry, of the Thir- 
ty-second Division, who ‘was’. killed 
Mareh 24, 1918, near Gullder,, Alsace. 
The body is to be sent to W. I. Guyton, 
his father, at Evart, Mich. . Another 
body on the Wheaton was that of Colonel 
Percy W. Arnold of the 103d Infantry, 
Twenty-sixth Division, a brother of 
Lieut. Col. Samuel B. Arnold, retired, 
attached to the College of the City of 
New York. 

The bodies of New York and New Jer- 
sey men included five from the Twenty- 
seventh Division; 206 from the Forty- 
second /Division, 279 from the Seventy- 
seventh Division (New York City’s own), 
and 199 from the Eighty-first Division 
a replacement division composed of New 
York and New Jersey men. Captain R. 
E. Shannon of the graves registration 
service said it was impossible to list the 
names of the ldcal men for publication 
yesterday. This was due to the fact 
that the bodies were handled as indi- 
vidual cases, he explained. 

Funeral services for the First Division 
dead on board are to be held Sunday, 
at 12:30, at the Army Piers “oe.

Grosvenor B. Clarkson, who was 'Di- 
rector of the Council of National De- 
fense and one of Mr. Lane’s closest 
friends, related in a message to Mrs. 
Lane today how, in the war days when 
things looked blackest, Mr. Lane, then 
Secretary of the Interior, had as a mem- 
ber of the Council bluntly called atten- 
tion to the seriousness of the submarine 
situation, and urged that if the war was 
to be won America would have to send 
an army of great size to fight alongside 
the then hard-pressed“Allies.

Might Have Been President, It Was 
Said, but for Canadian Birth. 
Friends of Franklin D. Lane said that 
if he had been: born three years late> 
he would have become President of the 
United States.. They meant that he was 


three years old when his mother and | 


father moved from Canada to Califor- 
nia. Thus as an alien by birth he was 
barred from the highest political honor 
in the gift of Americans. 

That bar was not in the minds of the 

eople whom he served for many years 

n public capacities. His Americanism 
wns unchallenged. In the view of asso- 
ciates his was a patriotism touched with 
vision, yet founded on a practical grasp 
of the nation’s possibilities. He was an 
aggressive exponent of Americanization 
when the war and its aftermath saw a 
host of foreign ideas agitated 

His acts and his utterances of a pa- 
triotic character will.be best remem- 
bered. He was considered a master of 
clear and forcible English, in which 
respect many thought- ‘that he rivaled 
Woodrow Wilson. 

His best known utterance, one that 
re A became rated as a classic of 
its kind, was an address on “ Makers 
of the Flag’’ delivered to the employes 
of the Department of the Interior on 
Flag Day, 1914. He told how the fla ag 
on the Land ce as he passed greet 
him gaily as ‘‘Mr. Flag Maker,” and 
when he modestly demurred to a title 
more ce eg to the President the flag 
explained to how each person at 
his or her task was ‘‘ making the flag.”’ 
When he protested that ‘‘ those people 
were only working,” the flag answered 
with an Impatient exclamation. 1

ANOTHER SLACKER LIST 
DEFENSE IS GIVEN OUT |. 


War Department Replies to Criti- 
cism of Exaction That Service 
Must Be Established. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.~—The War 
Department replied today to another line. 
of criticism against its action in giving 
out for publication the lists of so-called 
deserters from the draft. Today's offi- 
cial. statement is based on the fact that 
objection in a new form has been raised 
to the procedure of the department in 
calling upon men whose -names have 
been included in the lists of those 
charged with desertion, from the draft, 
but who, nevertheless, actually rendered 
service during the war, to establish the 
fact of their service and thug assist in 
straightening out their records and have 
their names removed from the list. 

‘* The claim is not put forth,’’ the de- 

partment’s statement read, “‘ ‘that ‘ the 
Carden of proving himself innocent 
ought not to be put upon any man,’

The os is, however, not well 
taken, inasmuch as these men are not, 
as a matter of fact, requested to prove 
their innocence, but simply to demon- 
strate that they are entitled to have 
their names removed from the lists to 
the same extent*as were those other de- 
serters from the draft’ whose names 
body withdrawn prior to the publication 
the lists on account, of service ren- 
oo du: the pee of hostilities. 
This is a ficult matter, for these

The American Steamship Owners Asso- 
ciation, through its Executive and Wage 
Committees, voted yesterday not to sign 
agreements-with seagoing’ labor organ- 
izations. The action of the owners means 
that the unions, which in the past have 


covering wages and working conditions, 
will not be consulted; and will have no 
more standing with the operators thar 
individual non-union men.

The. weekly. weather summary’ from 
Washington yesterday, showing coridi- 
tions as somewhat more favorable, im- 
froved the outlook, and the whole aspect 
of the cotton market changed.

Barly in the aay some. buying ‘took 
place as a result of the advance in 
Liverpool and the. stronger stock: mar- 
ket. Orders were executed in both July 
and October, carrying the latter half a 
cent over Monday’s low. This brought 
out *seale selling, particularly in- the 
new crop months, and the supply” of 
contracts became sufficient to halt ‘the 
advance the instant October approached 
18%c. From, that time prices beagn -to 
recede and only slight. recoveries’ oc- 
curred during the remainder of the day. 
One floor broker attempted to support 
the market by taking. a quantity of Oc- 
tober, adding to holdings bought on 
Tuesday. But New Orleans weakéned, 
making it difficult to maintain prices in 
New York. 

Trading was restricted by the absence 
of more than fifty brokers, who were 
at the annual Bxchange golf tourna- 
ment. Outside business was not br 
enough to absorb the contracts thrown 
on the market, 

Soon after the weekly report was re- 
ceived stop loss orders were reached, 
carrying October below 13%c. Durin 
the afternoon spot interests increas 
the pressure on July, while persistent 
weakness in New.

Cotton still is 
moving in this: direction, enlarging the 
local stock. ov ith May 1 5,000 bales 
have been passed wf the inspection bu- 
nearly all .of which remains in 
warehouses.
